'ever widespread, touches so many lives so often or sharply; 
no church reaches into so many souls, flutters so many pulses, 
has so many human beings dependent on its ministrations," 


All will.recognize the correctness of that statement.

from the opening to the close of life, and the service should be 
maintained constantly at (he highest standard.

••* This is (lie first campaign o/ the kind waged for a number 
of years and all are asked lo co-operate heartily. Business 
men;and their organizations, large users of the mails, news- 
papers,' motion picture houses, advertisers and the 326,000 
postal workers are urged to do their best toward bettering the 
handling of the country's postal business. • 


At first thought many are liable to feel that this busines 


should be handled by .those paid for doing it, and in the larg 
sense that is true.'-But {here'ftre ways in which all can hel 
with no undue expenditure of time or effort, and this all shoul 
be willing to do for their own good and the common good. 


Among the things suggested are the plain addressing 


letters with pen or typewriter, giving street and inimber an 
paving a return address in the upper left-hand corner of Ih 
envelope, and to always look at a letter before mailing to b 
sure; thai the'address is right. 
It is also suggested

names of states be spelled out and not abbreviated, but tin 
seems a little far-fetched. The names of states when followin 
the names of towns and cities are almost invariable abbre

will be extensively acted upon.' 


But plain addressing there should be. The men who handli 


the mails have lo work fast and are enlitled to (hat much o 
co-operation on the part of the users of the mails. And fh< 
habit of glancing at letters before mailing them is an excellen 
one.

occasionally caught themselves about lo mail one wrong!} 
addressed. 
It is an easy mistake to make.

things (he public is told: "If you have any complaints of poor 
service make them to your poslmaster.
